After cominp to Connellsville from 


Mount I'leasant on the 11.30 car last 
iiiyht, Mtke Pisinun, 70 years old, sat 
down in the doorway of the SlavUjh 
Halt, on the West Side, and, placing a, 
revolver to the back nf his right ear. 
shut himself dead. When found about
